REDUCTION IN SOLDIERS’ DEBT | 


When soldier settlers who purch- 
ased land from the Soldiers’ Settle- 


ment Board make their usual pay- | 
ments in October, their official state- | 


ment will show an all-round reduc- 
tion of their indebtedness amounting 
to 30 per cent. Ex-service men who 
purchased land from the Soldiers’ Set- 
tlement Board, in many cases paid 
excessively high prices, 

A bill providing for revaluation was 
passed in 1927. Where it appeared to 
the satisfaction of the Board that | 
the purchase price was too high, re- 
ductions were made of approximately 
25 per cent. Notwithstanding this, 
it was felt that the indebtedness of 
productive value of the lands, in 
addition to which fnterest charges 
piled up at such a rate that the men 
“were unable to carry on, and in many 
instances abandoned their holdings. | 
At the first session of Parliament in 
1930 a bill was passed providing for | 
an all-round reduction of 30 per cent. 
on a soldier settlefs aggregate in- | 
debtedness for purchase price and ac- | 
cumulated interest. This reduction | 
applied to soldier settlers who bor- | 
rowed from the Soldier Settlement | 
Board in order to purchase land from 
a third party, although such borrow- 
ers did not benefit by the 1927 bill, 


which provided for a revaluation of 
their lands, 

Another advantage of the 1930 bil! 
was that it released purchasers who 
had borrowed in order to purchase 
stock or equipment. Loans for this 
purpose were secured by chattel mort- 
gage on such equipment, as well as a 
mortgage on the land, and by the 1930 
bill the land mortgage is considered 
sufficient to cover all indebtedness, 
Needless to say, this legislation will! 
make the settler’s burden infinitely |

Reasons why you should NOT sign the 
prohibition petition urging the govern- 
ment to abolish the sale of beer by the 
glass or bottle, thus doing away with 
beer rooms, clubs, and canteens. 


1, The proposal to disturb the act comes from a small body of 
people, whose social theories have not withstood the test of actual 
experience, 


2. The Trades and Labor Congress are on record as being in 
favor of the sale of beer-by-the-glass. 


3. By virtue of thé local option provisions of the act, communities 


may extinguish a license when a majority of public opinion so 
expresses itself, 
4 No license has been withdrawn as a result of a local option 


vote, either in 1929 or 1930, though licenses attacked were at points 
where conditions appeared to the prohibitionists as favorable to a dry 
result. 


5. In a total of 58 local option votes taken since the act came 
into force, only four licences have been cancelled as a result of 
vates; and these licenses, were, in every case, adversely affected by 
peculiar local influence. 


6. Absence of criticism at the last ‘two provincial elections. 


7, Hotel accommodation, particularly at country points, has 


improved as a direct result of the.act, to a standard uneqalled in any other 
province. 


8. The general endorsation of the act by the travelling public 
and the willingness of the public generally to assist in enforcing the 
act, by giving information regarding infractions and interdicting those 
needing protection from their own weakness. 


9. Bootlegging and moonshining have been eliminated as remunera- 
tive pursuits. This, together with strict government control, has placed all 
intoxicating liquors beyond the reach of minors. Fewer cases of 
intoxication in the police courts, in spite of a considerable increase 
in population, Leave the police of the province free to perform their 
natural functions, that of protecting the people, not taking up their 
time trying to enforce what has proved to unenforceable legislation, 
Remember you cannot legislate men’s minds. because they will never 
obey a law they do not respect. This was proven in prohibition days. 


10. The operation of the act provides a large public revenue, 
(4% cents of every 10c expended) this helped to increase the general 
revenue of the province, and prevent increased taxation. Formerly, 
such revenue went to the bootleggers and moonshiners. 


11. Official reports commend the act as eminently practical, 
contain no important criticism of the act’s clauses. 
indicate a continuous 
order, 

12. The real motive prompting the petition is to render‘the act 


unworkable by. eliminating the retail sale of beer-by-the-glass or bottle; 
the ultimate aim being the return of total prohibition.

Article 9. 
Provincial Parks. 
In the Town Planning Act, 1929, 


J. Halton, Sec. provision was made for the purchase 


of land for Provincial Park purposes. 
[t was passed, under provisions of 


which a Provincial Parks Board has c 


been appointed, composed of: 
Mr. J. D. Robertson, Deputy Mini- 
ster of Public Works, Chairman; 
Mr. Alex. Paton, Provincial Land- 
scape Gardener, and Mr. Horace L. 
Seymour, Provincial Director of 
Town Planning. 

This Board will have charge of 
the control and management of 
Provincial Parks. Provision is also 
made by the Province, of a Board 
of Management for any particular 
park or area. 

Under provisions of the Parks 
and Protected Areas Act, there may 
be also constituted, ‘‘protected’’ 
areas for the purpose of protecting 
therein, objects of natural beauty, 
fossil remains, or other objects, 
animate or inanimate, of geological, 
ethnological, historical, or 
scientificinterest.

Use Of Platinum 
Suggested For Coinage | 


But South African Government Finds | 
] Difficulties In the Way 

| The decline in prices has affected 
}even such rare and costly commodi- 
ties as diamonds and platinum. The | 


government of South Africa has 
; sought to limit production in the | 
| diamond fields between the Orange | 
/and Vaal Rivers so as to stabilize the | 
diamond market, but platinum is | 
produced in such widely separated | 
areas that any centralized control | 
over output appears to be impractic- | 
able. As a substitute for regulated | 
production Dr. George F. Kunz pro- | 
poses in an article appearing in the | 
Mineral Industry that a new demand | 
for platinum be created by the gov- 
ernment's using it for coinage. | 

Platinum money is not wholly an} 
innovation, as Russia experimented 
with its coinage many years ago. | 
3ut the interesting thing about this 
proposal is its resemblance to the 
demand in this country in the eigh- 
ties and nineties of the last century 
for the unlimited coinage of silver | 
for the same purpose — namely, the | 
stabilization of the price of the metal. 
The scheme in effect would be a new 
form of bimetallism. The experience 
of the United States and Europe dur- 
ing the last century proved conclu- 
sively that bimetallism is possible | 
only in theory, as any change in the 
relative value of the two metals which 
are supposed to circulate concurrent- 
ly would drive the dearer metal out 
of circulation. 

If a platinum coin became worth 
more as metal than as a piece of 
money, it would cease to circulate 
and be used in the arts; if its face 
value exceeded the value of its 
metallic content, platinum that would 
ordinarily be used in the arts would 
be rushed to the mints instead, and 
gold would tend to be displaced’ from 
circulation. This would prove dis- 
turbing to business in many ways. 
The gold standard is far from perfect, | 
but it is the most satisfactory 
monetary system yet devised. It 
produces complications enough with- 
out the injection of another Trom the 
coinage of a new metal. And if our} 
people object to the use of gold coin) 
they will object still more to platinum, 
which, weight for weight, is worth 
two and a half times as much as 
gold and is likely also to be confused 
with silver.
